The following telegram, oame the 

afternoon of September 4 to the presi- 
dent of Kentucky Equal Rights' Asso- 
ciation: "Covington, Ky. The Ken- 
tucky Methodist Episcopal Conference 
in session in Covington voted this morn- 
ins to endorse woman suffrage. It went 
through without debate and was unani- 
mons, (Signed) Urs. Chas. Firth." 

Tbis is the Conference of the Korih- 
ern Methodists. This church granted 
"lailj rights" lo women in the days of 
Frances Willard, a privilege which the 
Southern Jlollioiiisi Ctiurch slill refuses 
lo the noble women in its ranks. "Laity 
rights" means simply the right to par- 
ticipate in a vole in the councils for 
church government and for the manage- 
ment of foreign and home missions, so 
large a part of the work for which is 
done by women. The Northern Metho- 
dist Church has in many States of the 
Union eiulorsed woman sulfra^'e. Tlia 
request lliat the Kentucky M E. Con- 
ference endorse the principle of woman 
suffrage, as one important to the moral 
development and improvement of the 
State, was made by ti.e members of tbe

No facts are 
left out which will be valuable to show 
the contrast between the two parties in 
the manasemeiit of State affairs and 
even the platforms of both parlies for 
many years past are set forth. Particu- 
lar stress is laid upon Republican ex- 
travagance. 

Five speeches are contained in tbe 
book, being printed in full.

This is an un 
usually busy time with ihn President, 
owing lo the complicated rorei;;u atfairs 
and he naturally could not make a defi- 
nite promise at the time Senator .lames 
called on him. He did promise, how- 
ever, that if pressure of work prevented 
his coming to Kentucky to make a 
speech, he would write a letter, which 
would leave no doobi in ihe mind of 
anyone as to the strong personal regard 
be iws for Stanley. 



Latest Berlin Communication, It la 
Stated, Covers Merely One More 
Step In the Way to a Complete Set- 
tlement of the Submarine Contro- 
versy — German Ambassador Still 
Optimistic. 

Washington, Oct. 4. — Following hJ? 
receipt of a note from the German 
government on the snbmarlne iasue, 
handed bim by the German ambassa- 
dor. Secretary Lansing bad a confer- 
ence -with President Wilson. The con- 
ference between the president and 
Mr. Lansing covered in a gMieral way 
all developments of tbe last two 
weeks bearing on the foreign affairs 
of the United States. The expecta- 
tion is that for several days now tbe 
issue wit^ Germany will receive once 
more the earnest cmisideratlon of Oe 
White House and the state depart- 
ment, while a decision as to the next 
step is being worked out. 

Tbtre are Indications that an at- 
tempt will be made to'ahroud tbe ne- 
gotiations now under way between 
the United States and German govem- 
nients in complete secrecy. It is 
Imown tbat this Is the desire of the 
German amlmssador, wlio feels that 
the prospects of a speedy and arnica- 
tie adjustment of the snbmarine con- 
.troversy will be materially lessened in 
proportion to the publicity given the 
exchanges taking place between the 
two governments. 

Contrary to the roseate predictions 
of the German ambassador, ^ is un- 
derstood tbat tbe note from liis gov- 
ernment ^liich be presented to Mr. 
Tiannlng covers mer^y one more step 
end not the whole way to a complete 
settlanent of tbe sabmarine issne. 
HowoTer. the German amhasnidcr 
feels he has every reason to retain 
Us optimism as to the eventual ont- 
come of the controversy, while See- 
xet&ry Lansing has repudiated atale- 
ments attributing to him a feeling of 
pessimism. 

The new note deals with the qne'B- 
tlon raised in the Arabic caae, about 
which there has already been some 
correspondence between the United 
States and the German goremments. 
This new note Is the first result of 
the ambassador's nndertaking to 
break the deadlock threatening the 
two governments in the Arabic case. 

The impression now prevails tliat 
the German government's latest com- 
municattoa falls considerably short of 
complete aatit faction of the Ameri- 
can position. Berlin is oot ready. It 
Is asserted, to yield to the extent of 
a complete disavowal of the subma- 
rine commander fi'guring In the Ara- 
bic case. There Is a- confidence, how- 
ever, that by continnatlofi of the ex- 
changes, the Germian gOTMmment can 
be brought into a position satisfactory 
to this government and tbat with the 
Arabic case thus disposed of farther 
progress toward a settlement of the 
wl:ole Issue wfl then be possible. 

President Wilson baa taken the po- 
sition that the United States can not 
arbitrate questions involving the loss 
of American lives, and it Is believed 
tbat in the-Jiext st^ the Washington 
government will Indicate that the only 
matter It can submit to arbitration Is 
the amount of the damages to be paid 
after the question of liability itaelf 
already Is admitted. The American 
government has insisted that the loss 
of American lives be disavowed and 
liability for the act assumed by the 
German government. 



THREATENS TO RECALL ENVOY 



Ciamissal of All German Office ra In 
the Bulgarian Army Within Twenty- 
four Hours Also Demanded by the 

Czai — Unlikely That Bulgarian Gov- 
ernment Will Recede From Itii 
Attitude. 

Petrograd, Oct. 4. — Russia has do- 
livered a formal ultimatum to Bul- 
garia demanding that Bulgaria' imme- 
diately cease negottatlona with Ger- 
many and dismiss all German officers 
in the Bulgarian army within twenty- 
four hours. If these demands are not 
complied with the Russian minister 
to Sofia wIU be recalled. 

The ultimatum' seta forth that the 
financial negotiationa which Bulc;ar1a 
has been carrying on with Germany 
and the presence of Bulgarian troopj 
on the Serbian frontier no longer 
leave any room for doubt respecting 
the aggressive intentions which that 
TOuntry retains. Russia, continues 
the document, can not brook any ex- 
hibition of hostility towards a Slav 
nation or towards the common ene- 
mies of the entente powers. There- 
fore, if all intention of hostilities is 
not straightway disavowed by the dis- 
missal of German officers from tbe 
Bulgarian ministry of war and from 
the staff of the army, diplomatic rela- 
tions between tbe two govenfmentd 
can no longer be continueiL 

In a sense, the ultimatum is an ap- 
peal. "The representative of Rus- 
sia." It says, '^rhlch is bound to Bul- 
garia by the imperishable memory of 
her liberation from the Turkish yoke, 
can not sanction by his prestoce prep- 
arations for fratricidal aggression 
against a Slav and allied people." 

Little doubt is felt respecting the 
consequence of the Russian ultima- 
tum, for it is held to be highly im- 
probable that Bulgaria, having gone 
mo <ar toward support of Germany, 
will recede. It is pointed out. in fact, 
that the Bulgarian government most 
have realized that Inst such an nltl- 
matiim would be forthcoming and 
that therefore its significance was al-_ 
ready weighed by King Ferdinand and' 
bis advisers.

PERJUR Y THE CHARGE 

Riggs Bank Officials indicted by the 

Grand Jury. 

Washington, Oct. 2. — Charles C. 
Glover, president of the Riggs Nation- 
al bank; William J. Flatber. vice pres- 
ldent.and H. H. Flather. cashier, were 
indicted for alleged perjury In connec- 
tion with the bank's recent suit 
against Secretary McAdoo and Comp- 
troller Williams. Four indictments 
were returned against each of the 
bank oflicials, who are charged with 
perjury in making an affidavit which 
set forth that the bank never had en- 
gaged In stock market transactions 
and "iiad no transactions with Lewis 
Johnson &. Company, a defunct firm 
of local stook brokers. Attorneys *or 
Secretary McAdoo and Comptroller 
Williams contended at the trial of the 
bank's suit that the books of Lewis 
Johnson & Company showed many 
transactions in the names of the bank 
officials named. 

The indictments are a sequel to the 
suit of the Riggs bank which alleged 
that Secretary McAdoo and Comptrol- 
ler Williams, because of personal ani- 
mus toward some of the bank's otB- 
cers, had conspired to injure the In- 
btitution by withdrawing public de- 
posits and making extraordinary de- 
mands for special reports. The dis- 
tilct supreme court dismissed these 
charges.

The week ending Oct. 2 witnessed 
the continuation of the alliea' oBen- 
eive in the west and the slackening 
of the German offOnsHre In western 
Russia. Tbe effect of the withdrawal 
of troops for the cmtemplated Bal- 
kan campaign and ot othera for the 
Estrengthening of the hard pressed 
German amfles Is becoming notlo- 
able on the eastern front. Von Bte- 
denbnrg reports slow progress in the 
encircling movement around Dvinsk. 
Russians claim to have made conald- 
erable headway in Galicia. Prince 
Leopold's forces have made some 
progress in Volhynia and along the 
Galician border line. Dvinsk and 
Minsk are the immediate obJecti\-^ of 
the Teutons, who also are approach- 
ing Rovno. 

Anoonncement of Bulgaria's active 
participation In the war on the side 
of the Teotona la expected hourly In 
London. The Russian minister ot for- 
eign slbtrs, Sergius Saionolt, in 
statemrat, admitted that the Balkan 
situation is very grave. Greece also 
has called its forces to the colors, 
stating that the object of mobilisation 
was merely to protect tbe frontier. 
Bulgarian troopa are reported . to be 
moving in the direction of the Ser- 
bian border. 

On the western front the allied of- 
fensive, begun Sept. 25. continues. In' 
Champagne, in Artols and In tbe Ar^ 
go^e the fighting has been of a des- 
perate character, tbe French claiming 
to have made considerable progress, 
capturing ImportMit positions and 
checking desperate cioanter attacks 
launched by tbe Germans. Compared 
with the allies' capture of nearly 30,- 
000 prisoners. 140 guns and Innumer- 
able machine guns is the Germans' 
claim to have taken 16,000 men and 
61 machine guna 

Berlin reports pet. 2 tbat the allies 
are now being held at all points. 



LINDSEY AROUSED 
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will Kill Next Liar Who Circulates 
Slanderous Reports About Him. 

Denver, Colo., Oct. 4. — Driven to 
de8i)eration by the open and veiled 
attacks made upon him by his ene- 
mies. Juvenile Judge Ben B. Lindsey 
declared that he would take a shot- 
gun and kill the next liar who circu- 
lated slanderous reports about him. 
"If there Is no law to protect my repu- 
tation against perjured affidavits and 
criminally libelous statements I will 
revert to the method of the primitive 
man and kill the first man who as- 
sails it again," said the Judge. "I am 
going to get a shotgun and fill him 
full of lead. It is the only thing left 
for me to do," he declared. 

The Judge had Just been served 
with a subpoena summoning him for 
the trial of Prank L. Rose, an evan- 
gelist, indicted by the last grand jury 
on a charge of criminal libel, the 
charge being founded on the publica- 
tion by Rose ot an affidavit said to 
have been obtained by Rose from an 
limate of the reform school at Gold- 
en. The latter repudiated the affidavit 
snd admitted that he had never seen 
Judge Llndsey when the latter proved 
that tiie day on which the alleged of- 
fenst^ was said to have been commit- 
ted he had been the guest of former 
President Roosevelt lat Oyster Bay. 



ENTOMBE D MEN RESCUED

Lansford. Pa., Oct. 4.— Nine mine 
workers entombed In the Foster 
Creek tunnel of the Lehigh Coal and 
Na'vigation company at Coaldale last 
Monday were taken out alive Sunday 
evening. They were found on top of 
a chute in which they had crawled to 
escape a flood of water that had 
broken from an abandoned working 
Knd caused more than 300 feet of 
gangway roof to fall, ahutting oB 
means of escai>e.

ASK $60,000 FOR DEATHS 

Alleged Miner* Lose Live* Through 
Negligence of Company. 

Owenton, Ky. (Special): Two eases 
for damages aggregating $60,000 were 
called for trial In tbe circuit court. 
Both are actions on tort for $30,000 
for the loss of the lives of William 
Marian and Bailey Hall, who died 
while at work for the Ohio Lead Min- 
ing company at their mines near 
Grata from foul and noxious air, when 
the building at the north of the shaft 
caught fire and was destroyed in Sep- 
teml>er of last year.

CAN PROSECUTE REBATERS 

Insurance Men Lose Suit In the Court 
of Appeala. 

Frankfort, Ky. (Special): Life Itt- 
snrance agents accused of rebating 
premiums may be proaecuted by In- 
dictment said the court of appeala in 
an opinion by Chief Justice ICIller, 
reversing the Franklin drenit court 
in the ease of the commonwealth 
acainst F. M. ^Uler. 

The latter, agent fOr the XMilo Km- 
tlonal Ufe Inaurance company, was 
indicted on a charge ot rebating a 
premium on a policy issued to Roy C. 
Gray. A demurrer waa sustained to 
the Indictment on the ground that the 
statute defining the offense says the 
fine of $500 is to be "recovered by ac- 
tion in the name of the common- 
wealth," and the court held it to limit 
the proceedings to penal action in 
the name of the commonwealth.

Last Wednesday in Washington. D. 
C, the Grand Army of tbe Republic, 
in annual reunion, marched up historic 
Penesylvania avenue from the Capitol 
lo the White House, as ii did when the 
victorious Union soldiers were mustered 
out of service (if ly years ago. In 1805( 
when the army passed in review befora 
President Andrew Johnson, is was SOOt- 
000 siHWR, composing what historiani 
oallsd most the effioiant body of soldiers 
in the world. On Wednesday. President 
Wilson, the first southern-born Presi 
dent elected since the Civil War, stood 
upon the identical spot where President 
Andrew Johnson stood, and reviewed 
the parade of old soldiers, which num- 
bered about 20,000 men. Some of 
them marched with the aid of crutches 
aad canes, wbile others trudged along 
leaning upon ihe arms of stronger com- 
rades. The army has its pathetic side 
as well as its patriotic. It was a day of 
cheers and lears. As President Wilson 
stood there and reviewed ihese veterans 
many of who proudly marched to the 
sweet strains of music, wbile others 
hobblsd along on orutohes, and yet each 
and all imbued with the spirit ot pa- 
triotism, the tears trickled down bis' 
cheeks. At the reviewing stand' Was a 
guard of honor, composed uf soldiers, 
sailors and marines.

One section of the stand was occu- 
pied by Civil war nurses, whom many 
of the veterans saluted as they pa nod 
by.

hambrs Theatre in this city last Friday 
during the day and night, without mo- 
lestation from the constituted authori- 
ties.

Some people believe that to teach a 
moral lesson, a loathsome perversion of 
truth must be taken as an object of 
comparison and to this class of philoS' 
pbera, "Hypocrites" is a great story. 

The most violent poisons carefully 
used by eminent physicians can be 
made to serve a good purpose; but in 
the hands of ignorance they are most 
destructive of life. "Hypocrites" play 
ed to unthinking, undiscriminating 
minds, leaves the impress of a corrupt 
state, church, home and society. Im- 
pressionable childhood will have every 
religious instinct blighted while not an 
adult will be benefited. The harm 
that this picture does will linger long 
and by it many a soul will be forever 
damned .

Again the grandjury has been spec- 
ially instructed to indict election cor- 
ruptionists. The law requires that such 
a charge be given after each deetimi 
It is not a personal grievance. 

Shall this charge fall on deaf, ears? 
Will no attention be paid to it? Shall 
the law continue to be a farce? 

In tbe state of Kentucky, we have a 
constitutional government and this con- 
stitution requires that tbe officers, in 
the main, shall be selected by secret 
ballot at a regular election. « 

The incumbent circuit judge charges 
that tbe last primary held in this state 
was a very corrupt one; especially in 
the twenty-fifth judicial district. It is 
his purpose to show that such is the 
case. It is his further porpoae to see 
that suitable punishment is meted out 
to the offenders. 

The efforts of the judge to give the 
people pure elections, is commendable. 
Unless the elections ara pore, there are 
no elections. It is merely a matter of 
dollars against dollars, fraud against 
fraud and force against force. With 
corrupt elections, the people have but 
little voice in a matter that effects them 
in home and state. Who is to blame 
for this lamentable condition of affairs? 
The answer comes in no uncertain 
tones. It is the people themselves. It 
is useless to lay it on the courts. Tbe 
courts are composed of people .selected 
under the forms of law. If they fail in 
the discharge of their legal llatiea, the 
people can correct it if they want to do 
so. If they fail or refuse to do so, they 
have only themselves to blame. 

It is well to stop and inquire. "Who 
is an dection eorruptionist?" Is it the 
poor, debased man who sells his vote 
for a paltry dollar? Is it the ward 
healer who gets several hundred for his 
influence? Or is it the big man who 
sells out for an Office? Answering the 
question, we say that the law makes no 
distinction. The man who sells for a 
big fat office is as much of a floater as 
the man who sells for a dollar. When 
the courts see fit to go after this dass 
of citizen, then it will find that the small 
floater will disappear as if by magic. 
When the buyer and corruptionists are 
put out of business, then the small fel- 
low has no one to corrupt him. 

But lets get down to actual facts and 
see how the continual agitation of this 
question affects the deetions. When a 
powder magazine is fixed ready for cot- 
plosion, wise people get away from it. 
They take no chances. In an election 
where there is a warning given that 
electitm erodu will be punished, peo|de 
who respect themadves refrain from 
taking any chances. They turn the 
election over to men who will take 
chances. They turn it over to corrup- 
tionists who ply their eaUingt knowing 
in advance that they have no oppoai- 
tioB. Thus it {« easy to carry such aa 



election by firaud and corruption. If 
tbe law is not enforced, then the threat 
to have it enforced ha.s produced the 

very effect wliich it was intended to 
prevent. The coutinual agitation of 
punishment for those who deal in elec- 
tion frauds, prevents respectable men 
from engaging in the pastime of buying 
vote," f".'- M ry respectable and' com- 
petent men, thus enabling the dection 
crooks to carry the day and fill the 
offices with men of their ilk. 

The question is put squarely to the 
grandjury and people. Will you en- 
force the law or will you allow it to re- 
main a dead letter statute? Will you 
have pure or corrupt elections? 

We take no part as between the ex- 
cellent gentlemen who stood for election 
in the recent primary. We make no 
charges against any man and have no 
interest in the outcome of the investiga- 
tion. If it is to be a farce, the sooner 
over the better. If it is to be an in- 
vestigation in good faith with the hope 
of results, then dig deep and play no 
favorites. Do your work early and then 
adjourn to the last day of the term 
and if the eases are filed away by the 
back door process, then go after the 
officer who does it or allows it to be 
done. Madison county is tired of the 
"Statement and filed away" method of 
trying criminal cases

HINTS FOR FALL WORK IN THE GABDENS 




If tlw 



Ar* Slow About Heading or th« Ht 
Sprinkle With Salt and Water.

If the garden has been thoroughly 
culUvated early in the aeason. there is 
little weeding to be done. Tet. a few 
autumn weeds will Btrlve for suprem- 
acy unless conquered. One of the 
most persistent now, as earlier, is the 
chickweed, whiob grows in such dense 
masses as to ohoke out everything 
else. Keep it elsaned out If thrown 
Into a pile it will be decomposed in a 
few weeks Into a light soil, rich In 
humus. 

If an early frost catch«s the beans 
before they are q:ulte rlps^ shell, scald, 
and dry, and they wlU keep during the 
winter. 

An old blanket, papers or straw 
used In protecting the tomatoes from 
the first frost may proloos them 
through weeks oC (ood ««ather yet 
to follow. 

If the cabbages are slow about head- 
ing, or the beads lack flrmaesa sprin- 
kle with salt and water. This will 
«leo tend to keep the worms down. 

If a few cucumbers get too large 
far ordinary use before you dlscovsr 
them, {tare, slice in cross sections an 
Inch thick, soak in salt water a few 
hours, and make Into sweet plekles. 
They are delicious. 

A few rows of strawberries along 
the edge of the garden will not re- 
quire much extra labor, and they wUl 
add greaUy to the luxuries of ftum 
life. One man, who tried the azperf- 
m«nt of seven rows last year, reports 
seven bushels of Iterries this season. 

Recause yon have plentjr of laad do 
not think it is of no value. Hsto yoa 
used your garden to the utmost car 
pacityT Intensive gardening bas al« 
ready come where there Is most profit 
In the occnpaUon. If you have not ap> 
plied this prlncipte, see how you can 
get mere out tt th* groond next year. 

Dandelions are comlns into general 
use In America for.aalad steeas. Tbe 
flavor Is ovatly Improred by blancb- 



Ing the leaves. To do this, place an 
inverted flower pot over each plant 
for awhile before the leaves are gaUi- 

ered. This salad Is snatly sojoyed ln 

Europe. 

Before applying liquid mannre to 
plants the soil should be moistened by 
watering with clear water, unless the 
soil is already moist. Apply tbe Uquid 
manure 40 the soli wlthodt sprinkling 
It over the plants. 

Where manure is available, a spade- 
ful or more tied up in coarse sacking, 
suspended In a tub of water affords 
a good way to make the liauid. 

After strawberry iriants have borne 
the second season's crop remove them 
and plant some other crop on this 
land. Set out a new bed of strawber- 
ries from the runners from the old 
vines on another new pieoe of ground. 

Holland bulbs now are exported all 
over tbe world and If tbe demand con- 
tinues to increase either prices will 
likely advance m new territory will 
have to be found to propagate them. 

Viola comuta pnrporea somewhat i»> 
sembles the single Use vlolei. predoo- 
ing flowers fredy on long, slender 
stems, making them desirable tar cut- 
ting. The cnltaie Is tbe same as tbat 
given pansles. 

Autanux bulb planting wfll soMi be 
here; make an early selecUon of tbe 
ones you want, thus securing the best 
specimens. Planting Is not to be done 
until the late fk«sts. when tbe beds 
now in use will be unoccupied and 
ready for tbe bullw. Beds planted this 
•ntnmn will begin flowering almost 
before the snow disappears In the 
spring. Tbis Is a good time to thor- 
oui^ily clean tbe greenhouse, to put 
In new i^ass wbere needed, reputty 
and paint the roof, and look out for 
leaks. 

Plant sweet peas In tbe <q>en ground 
next November and thus secure an 
early crop of flowers next year.

Routine Without Lessening Comfort. 

How best to arrange one's work that 
the minimum of time and strength may 
produce the maxlmnm of comfort is a 
inroblem solvable only by system. All 
work becomes much easier if it follows 
a routine enabling one to turn from 
duty to duty without stopping to tbiiik 
what comes next or how to do it. The 
two rules of the old New Euglaml 
housekeeper who thought of little else 
but housekeeping are us good to<!hiy as 
they were fifty years ago — "Don't daw- 
dle," "Let your head save your beels." 

Certain tasks must be done every 
day. Meals must lie prepared, dishes 
washed, dnsHng done, beda made, and 
so on. By going about these always in 
the same order they will soou be dis- 
patched, and then there is time for the 
special task assiniiid to that day. 
Breakfast should li<> u simple meal, and 
any housekeeper with a gas stove 
should hare it ready in half an hour; 
with other fuel more time must be 
grlven. 

Each member of the family leaves 
beds airing wben he or she goes to 
breakfast. \A'hoii the meal is eateu 
food is set away, dishes are piled for 
washing, set into the pan with hot wa- 
ter over them to wait until front of 
house ia in order. 

Daily sofa pillows are shaken, pol- 
ished floors dusted with a dry mop. 
carpet sweeper ran over rugs, finger 
marks wiped from doors and the furni- 
ture and floor boards wiped superficial- 
ly. The thorough cleaning comes on 
its app<^ted day. Less than ten min- 
utes given regularly to a room will 
keep it neat. 

The hall should be eariy attended to, 
and if one has time it la well to do it 
before breakfast. The order of work 
should be ball, living room, upstairs, 
dining room, kitchen. It will not take 
over an hour for all to the kitchen if it 
goes steadily on and one loses no steps 
or motions. 

There Is an old prejudice In favor of 
Monday as wash day, but the house- 
keeper who will devote Monday to 
cleaning up the extra confusion from 
Sunday, when every one is at home, 
will find herself ia better trim at the 
end of the week. 

As she goes through the rooms she 
collects articles for the wash, taking 
out stains, taking the stitch or two 
that will l>e ten If left untaken. Then 
she sorts the clothes for the wash and 
puts them to soak, the very soiled by 
themselves. 

Tuesday she draws the dirty water 
flom the tuba first of all and replaces 
It with clean, aoapy, hot water. Gen- 
erally she rlaea a little earlier to get 
things wen started. She hangs her 
clothes to dry smoothly and puts things 
of the same Und together. She folds 
Hum as ahe take* tbem from the line. 
'Wednesday she Inms, and o she docs 
she puts on the same rod of Om clothes 
horse all Oie thtnga that need a stitch; 
■he sorts as abe tmna. 

Thursday la reaerred for any odd 
Jobs about the house like fieanlng sil- 
ver, mirrors, i^bes, windows, finish- 
ing the left orer Ironing, If any, taking 
the stitches needed for hosiery or otter 
things and potting away tte clothes 
from, tile laundry. Friday ia a genuine 
4deanlng day. 

S atu r day la a day of preparation for 
' tte Sunday, which In many famUiea ia 
the hardest day of the week. The wise 
lousekeeper plans for her rest on that 
dair. She preiiares bar soup, roast, des- 
Berv on Saturday; the vegetable to a 
salad or aometfalng quickly cooked; the 
roast tnay be finished on Sunday, bat 
should <ie parUy cooked the day beCofn,

On Too Many Lawyers. 

When the sheriff cries out "Oh! yes. Oh! yea, the 
court is now in session," the farmer should tighten the 
bolt around his belly for it is he who pays the cost. 
When "^he lawyer says "May it please the court," the 
farmer has to shorten the ahirta of his children for they 
must foot the bill and .when the legislature annonncea 
"i^c it enacted." unboni babea may w^ ki^ against 
their prison walla for tlAy may Ilva to pay the penalty. 
We have too many lawa^<too aaay ia w yi a aad too ■raeh 

Stvemment. No man wrea to nm a IraalBeaa without 
wyersto tha right of him and lawyers to the left of him. 
Expensive litigation and excessive legislation are clogging 
the wheels of progress. To meet this situation the railroads are ofttlmes 
compelled to take off a train and put on a lawyer; the manufacturer is oft- 
times compelled to close down a furnace and put on a lawyer; the farmer is 
ofttimes compelled to sell a steer to pay the lawyers, for the man who digs 
in the ground usually pays the freight and every article which he buys 
carries on the price tag court costs and lawyers' fees. 

There are in the United States 115,000 lawyers and about twenty thousand 
courts of various Jurisdictioa which cost tM patwla of this nation approxi- 
mately $1,500,000,000 per annum. It costs mire to run the legal al&Ura la thia 
nation than it does to clothe all the people. \ It costs more to settle legal dis- 
putes than it does to run our educational asd religious InstltutiOBa and care 
for the health of all the people combined. 'Less than three per cent of our 
population are able to employ lawyers to Interpret the mass of legal lore 
that burdens our statute books. The remaining ninety-seven per cent have 
to take the raw stuff right out of tha mill. 

We are a govornment by lawyers and for lawyers. It is they who are 
responsible for the legislative cure-alls, espionage, unrest and business dis- 
turbance that infest our statute books, for kt the source of most every law 
ia a lawyer. They have in no case lowerad the price oC ttie cogsmodity or 
benefited the people but they have burdened industry and reatrained com- 
merce and have buHt up their profession until it dominates ■ovanuDant, tyr- 
annlsea bualness and terrorizes progress. 

There is no more valuable citizen in our land thaa a patriotic, able, 
conscientious lawyer, seeking to direct the ship of state through the tor- 
tuous channels of 20th century civilization; piloting a bnsiness through the 
legislative billows that dash with maddened fury across its pathway and 
whose genius can calm the fear and command the confidence of the people 
in the integrity of Republican institutions, but there is no greater peril to 
society than a political lawyer who seeks to prostitute government, stain 
buaineaa with suspicion and arouse distru^ in the min^^ the people. 
Unfortunately the latter class are a strong factor in the profftaalon. ofttimea 
in high placea. and unless the better class unite In driving the quacka tttmk 
their midst an outraged public opinion will administer a rebuke that will 
humble the pride, crush the hope and smaah the power of the orateaalOB . 
reduce lu poealbUlUea to ashes. j j

The Amentl'ment. 

•The General As<rrHhly shall prt>- 
vide by law an annual i.tx. which, with 
other resources, shall be sufficient to 
defrrty thp estimated expenses of the 
Commonwealth for each fiscal year. 
Taxes shall be levipd and collected 
lor public purposes only and shall be 
uniform upon all property of the same 
class subject to taxation within the 1 
territorial limits of the authority levy- 
ing the tax; and all taxes shall be 
levied and collected by general laws. 

■•The General Assembly shall have 
power to divide property Into classes 
and to determine what class or classes 
of property shall be subject to local 
taxation. Bonds of the State and of 
Coimtles. municipalities, taxing and 
school districts shall not be subject to 
taxation. 

"Any law passed or enacted by the 
General Assembly pursuant to the pro- 
visioas of or under this amendment 
or amended section of the constitu- 
tion, classifying property and provid- 
ing a lower rate of taxation on per- 
aonal pn^erty. tangible or intangible, 
thaa that upon real eatate. shaU be 
aabject to the referendiui power of 1 
the people." 

This amendment was ratifled by an 
enormous majority at the election In 
1912. but was pronotmeed Invalid by 
tbe Court of Appeals because it had 
been advertised only sixty. Instead of 
ninety, days as the ConatltutlOB pro- 
vides 

It has been advertised In legal form 
and In time (or this year's election 
and should receive a larger asajorlty 
than before, as Tax paying voters have 
had time to study the question aad 
discover the fauiU ia the preaeat Tax 
Law.

TAX COMMISSION, 19M. 

"There are two reasons why the 
general property tax has failed In 
operatltm.

booming. This expression is not orig- 
inal. It Is the tirst test of u city's ca- 
pacity for new population, new facto- 
ries, new industries always estimated 
by the capitalist 

In the last twenty-five years the 
growth of street lighting in American 
cities baa not been short of marvelous. 
The strides in brightening up thriving 
municipalities today cannot be meas- 
ured. Tlie great electric companies 
•ra kept constantly on the more bnild- 
Ing power and light plants and install- 
tng extensive lighting systems through- 
out the country. City research reports 
of recent years all attest to the fact 
that the better lighted cities ara get- 
ting the population and, what Is most 
essential for healthy city growth, the 
business. Without the latter a city 
wm not grow, and without modem 
street lighting Investon of money ara 
Bot attracted. 

Unless the streets are brightly and 
attracUvely Ugbted ao that it la both 
pleasant and aafe to be on them at 
night people find no advantage In liv- 
ing In the city. 

City after city has demonstrated the 
(act that streets which ara practically 
deserted after sundown nan be enliv- 
ened by the Installation of attractive 
lighting. In any city only those streets 
which are well lighted are busy after 
dark. Only a block or two from the 
"great white way" In New York 
streets which, in comparison with 
Broadvray, are dimly lli^ted are found 
nearly deserted, though great crowds 
are surging along New York's brightly 
lighted and celebrated thoroughfare. 

Good street lighting always pays In 
dollan and cents. Street HghHng 
which to attractive at night and the 
equipment which makes a good appear- 
ance In the daytime makes a good Im- 
pression. Thto good Impression at- 
tracta desirable business. It Increases 
real estate values and puts new Ufe 
la streeto which would oOiwwtoe iU» 
at sunset. 

A well lighted dty to aiways a dean 
dty. The civic pride aroused by the 
well Ua^ted streets pravoits the ac- 
cumulation of rubbish In the street 
The lights prompt men to "brush up" 
and keep their premises cleaner. 

Ornamental street lighting encour- 
ages the people living in the surround- 
ing towns to come to the dty for thdr 
smnsemonts. It also attracts the at- 
tention of persons passing through the 
dty and causes them to make tavor- 
able comments about the progresstve- 
ness of the city. 

These comments advertise a city as 
"actfve" or "dead." and on the reputa- 
tion a dty h^ In thto respect depends 
the attractkm of new Induatrles and 
new dttaens. 

One other very Important feature 
tiiat adds to the dty's welfare to the 
safety that results from well lighted 
streets. The brighter the Ugfats the 
leas likelihood of theft and other 
almas. The more Ughta a dty bmna 
cemen It needs "and the 
be Its poUco statloiia.

A MODERN NEED* 



They May Be Brewght About by Inteili- 



A contributor to the Philadelphia 
Public Ledger deplores the lack of 
playgroimda in our amall towns and 
villages and glvea the following sug- 
gestions for starting a aaovement to 
secure snA a p layg re n d In a aaall 
community: 

How Shan the vrork be started? 
Convince a few Just persona of the 
importance of the work. Then ask 
the neighbors to come together. Let 
the trysting place be on a neutral 
ground, where local Jealousies cannot 
creep in. Try first to convince your 
citizens as individuals l)efore they 
meet as a committee. Always ask the 
opinion of those whose opposition you 
fear. Remember Benjamin Franklin's 
advice, "Never try to convince by ar- 
gument, but invite them to help, and 
they will rarely fall you." The com- 
mittee should pass a resolution in fa- 
vor of the plan and recommending 
their action to the municipal authori- 
ties. Do not write to them, but let the 
prime mover of the scheme, with all 
the influential citizens, go directly to 
the village fathers and in loud, clear 
tones say, "We must have a play- 
ground for our townr* 

Do not ask for Just a ball ground. 
This is good, but not good enough. 
You want not only a field for big boys, 
but also a playground for your chil- 
dren, both girls and boys, and a little 
park, a pleasant place wltb trees and 
seats, where tired mothers with their 
babies and the old grandparents can 
sit and rest while they watch their 
children play, a shelter In case of 
showers and where the village band 
can give its concerts. There should 
be apparatus, such as swings and giant 
strides, a seesaw and quoits and, atxtve 
all, a teacher or superintendent, as no 
playground succeeds without supervi- 
sion. 

To acquire this money is needed. If 
possible secure a nucleus, a gift from 
some well to do citizen, but do not de- 
pend upon it --^sk all those of moder- 
ate means to help, and, above all, do 
not forget to ask the aid of the poor 
and humble, as they are the most gen- 
erous of all. Last, the town or village 
authorities mast give to the fund. A 
very good way is to start a playground 
ou a small scale as proof to the skep- 
tics that you are right The methods 
of raising money vary, according to 
the locality. Subscriptions, public 
school entertainments, flower days, 
fairs— every means can be used. Re- 
member. If faith will remove moun- 
tains It win olso move politicians. All 
tills work can be done and bas been 
done In the township of Lower Merlon. 
Montgomery county. Pn.. where the 
writer of this, with the help of many, 
both hlRb and low, has seen her dreams 
more than realized, as soon five parks 
and playgrounds will enrich her town- 
ship. It only takes "a ltttle<IeaTeB to 
leaven the whole." 



MAKING OVER A TOWN. 



Hew C eeperaburfc a Sesall Borough In 
Penneylvania, Haa Been Imp r evd. 

CooperSborg^ Fa., a boroagb of TM 
persons, has been made over according 
to the redpe of aodal azperta working 
for the Coopenbnrg Nelghboihood as- 
sodation. The work to conceded by all 
the dwellera of the T^ehlgh coonty com- 
munity to have been well done. The 
taak may not be so oompUcated tor a 
email community of native t/botik as to 
the average American town or tStj, but 
It seems to be worth noting. 

First, the hired critic studied the vll 
lage and pointed out Its fanlta. Then 
he recommended the remedlea, and the 
people adopted them. It may surprise 
many to learn that the most Important 
criticism made at the beginning waa 
that it waa found that the community 
had "taken no cognizance of human 
recreational needs." There is often a 
fear among the serioas minded that too 
much time and energy go to the recre- 
ational. But It seems that when Coop- 
ersburg people found recreation it was 
not of tbe beneficial sort. Hera are 
some of the new enterprlaea that wm« 
set on foot by the social expert: 

Village band and orchestra; boy 
scouts, glee club, home talent min- 
strelsy, baseball park, community pic- 
nic, celebrations, cleanup week and 
health lectures, community meetings in 
the schoolhouse, new railroad station 
—the railroad supplying that To fol- 
low these there are to be a sewage sys- 
tem, physical culture In the schools, 
public playground, a neighborhood 
house, an indoatrtol fUr and** sdioOl 
bank. 

Former President Butterfield of the 
Rhode Island College of Agriculture 
has been studying the case of Coopers- 
burg and thinks that for a small com- 
munity — Coopersburg was of the 
"Sleepy Hollow" sort — the reform there 
made is practical and 
in other rural towns. 



"Movies" as Booster, 
The Warren (Pa.) chamber of com- 
merce is considering a proposition 
made by a New York moving picture 
concern to put the best that the city 
affords before the people of the state 
through the medium of the "moviea."

How to Maks On* at Home That Looks 
Smart. 

The girls at a summer resort where 
everybody knows everybody else are, as 
a rule, very clunulsh and dress as much 
alike as peas. The minute one of their 
number appears ^vearlug something a 
lltUe out of the ordinary it is the signal 
for every other girl to get tbe same 
thing, with a sUtfit modtflfstion per- 
haps. 

Instead of resenting tlie fact that you 
are "copied," you "sort o' swdl np with 
pride" ttiat they like yonr liat frock or 
coat well enough to want others like it 

Wben I first noticed this fact I re- 
solved to be the ezcqitlon to tbe rule 
and not be a "copy cat" bnt this. year 
my r c so lnt lon was broken. The cause 
of my tut from grace was OUve How- 
eU's cretonne coat 

She wmne it one evening to tbe Csmp- 
bells' lawn party over a wlrite lingerie 
frock, and it seemed such a practical 
summery garment and so simply made 
that I Just couldn't resist the tempta 
tlon to duplicate It 

Mother bought a generous supply of 
cretonne and chintz before we came 
here to redecorate the cottage, and 
there were yards and yards left So I 
had a vision of Cicely "togged out" in 
a coat made from the leavings of the 
blue guest room, and I made one from 
the 8crai>s left from the hanglngB and 
cushions In mother's room. 

Olive lent us her coat to use as a 
pattern, and we soon had ours weU 
under way. It had to be cnt xaXb 
tike a amock, hanging full fkoni the 
shonMers to focm de^ folds abont tlie 
hem. 

I made mine slightly dUEennt from 
GUve's by shortening tlw coat In front 
and making a square rolled down col 
lar inatead of a rounded one. Just by 
way of a Uttte contrast I nsed plain 
cream colored cretonne for the belt 
cnfCs and collar, fastening tbe belt 
with a flat button carmA wttli the 
plain materlaL 

The Sleeves caused me a lot of trou 
ble, f or I had cnt tliem too wide to fit 
the aimlHrte without gathering them a 
trifle. Thia fullness seemed to spoil 
the coat, so I had to rip tliem oat after 
having flntriifd tliem wltk time tows 
of machine stitching and cnt them 
BmaUcr. 

Then I added a patch pocket to one 
side and strapped all the seams with 
seam tiindiiig to give the inaUe of tlie 
coat a neat appearance. 

OUve'e coat is fastened with white 
frogs made of braid, but aa I bad noth 
ing of the sort here I had to improvise 
faatenings from bnUet tmttons at white 
porodaln ripped from my Unen frock 
and narrow strips of plain oretimne. 
attadied a Imtton to each end of a 
string and sUnied tt ttmngh tbe but 
tonlKdes emtnroidered on en^ side of 
tlie ftont Five of tbeiie fhsteners were 
needed to close tbe coat 

There ia no end to the wear one can 
get from a coat of tills type, for when 
ever they become soiled soi^ and wa 
ter win make tfaem tfte new.— A Col 
lege Qiri.

HOMEMADK DRINKS. 

GUAl'E PUXCH.— Take one pint of 
gjape Juice and Juice of six lem- 
ons, one r>ound granulated sugar 
and two Quarts of water; mix and serve 
from a punch bowl. An orange or pine- 
apple may be sliced in If desired. 

Gooseberry Wine. — A recipe for 
gooseberry wlue having been request- 
ed, the following is suggested: 

Take dead ripe gooseberries, wash 
and drain and mash as for any other 
wine. Add their own bulk of boiling 
water and let stand for twenty-feur 
hours. Of even twelve hours longer If 
the weather is cool. Tress out all the 
Juice, and this means all of It, what- 
ever the appearance may be. Measure 
and to each gallon add three pounds of 
white sugar. Stir well e\ cry day for a 
week, then cover with chi-t-seclot h and 
let stand until fermentation ceases. 
Then cover tight and let stand for six 
weeks and strain, filtering tbe sedi- 
ment through several ttilcknesses of 
cheesecloth. 

Pineapple Lemonade.- -Boll one pound 
of granulated sugar in a pint of water 
until It is a thick sirup. Squeeze the 
Juice of three lemons In a bowl and peel 
a pineapple, cutting out all the eyes. 
Then grate the pineapple Into the lem- 
on Juice, pouring In the sugar sirup 
after this and stirring briskly for about 
three minutes. Add a quart of fresh 
water and strain into a glass pitdier, 
putting in ■ lamp of ice wben serving. 

Mixed Fruit Drink.— Tbe more va- 
rieties of fruit used in this tbe better 
the drink. Cut up tbe following fruits 
in smaU bits and cover them for three 
hours with plenty of sugar: Pineapples, 
oranges, lemons (also peel of these), 
grapefruit one or two large apples 
and some Juicy pears. When ready to 
serve cover tbe fruit with dlstUled or 
mineral water, add maraschino ctier- 
ries, a few softened figs, several slices 
of preserved citron and some big sprigs 
of fresh mint Put in cracked ice and 
serve tbe drink In big glass pitcher, 
so that the pretty eCTect of tbe fruit 
can be seen. 

Cold Tea.— Cold tea can be made the 
foundation of many delidoua hot day 
t>everagea. Mixed with an equal quan- 
tity of ordinary lemonade tbe result 
is refreshing. Orange Juice combines 
well with tea too. Any odd bits of 
Jelly that are in the refrigerator can 
be melted and added to It with lemon 
Juice to counteract undue sweetness. 
Ttie addition of fruit Juice of any sort 
with cold vichy water or apolUnarls or 
imported ginger ale makes of plain 
cold tea a very tempting drink.

SALAD Dressing to Keep In the 
Befrigeratw. — Tbe ingredients 
nee d e d f<» ttiis old time recipe 
are: One tnlilespoonfal of mustard, 
one scant tablespoonful of salt, one 
cupful of cream (or milk), one table- 
spoonful of sugar, three eggs, one-half 
of a scant cupful of melted butter and 
one cupful of vinegar. Mix tbe mus- 
tard, salt and vinegar. Then add the 
yatkm of the eggs, beaten thoroughly, 
then tbe butter, beating all the time. 
Add tbe cream, then the beaten whites 
of eggs and. lastly, tbe vinegar. Cook 
In a double boiler until the mixture 
thickens. This will keep a long time 
If kept in a covered Jar in the refriger- 
ator. 

Cold Chicken Bouillon. — Get good 
roasting chickens and remove skin and 
fat wben cleaning them. Put them 
on In cold water, adding at the same 
time one leek to each chicken; two 
tender carrots, one onion and a sprig 
of parsley. Let the chicken barely 
simmer until it falls to rags. Take It 
oCf the Are, remove superfluous grease 
and then strain. Clarify the bouillon 
with the whites and shells of two egga 
and then strain again. Put on the 
Ice until nesded and serve in txtoiUon 
cups. 

Inexpensive Peach Ice Cream.— Stir 
Into a quart of boiling water a level ta- 
blespoon of flour, rubbed smooth, in a 
little cold milk, add the yolks of two 
well beaten eggs, strained. Stir care- 
fully, cooking only a few minutc-s; add 
one cupful of sugar. Beat the whites 
to a stiff froth and stir them Into the 
custard after taking from the flre. 
This gives a creamy taste and is an 
Improvement when cooled. Add one- 
half of a pint of thick cream with the 
same measure of sifted peach pulp, 
with a little granulated sugar.

September to the montfa for pruning 

trees. Tlirough its official organ, tlie 
American Forestry Magazine, the 
American Forestry association IWOM 
ttie foliowing instructions: 

Always use a pole saw and pole 
shears on the tips of long branches, 
and use the pole hook in removing 
dead branches of the ailauthus and 
Other brittle trees where it would be 
too dangerous to reach tbem other- 
wise. 

Do not "head back" or cut off the 
top of a tree except where the tree is 
old and failing, and then under spe- 
cial Instructions. 

Be as sparing and as Judicious in 
yoor pninins poaaUde and do not

raise the brandies so high, as to make 
the tree look Uke a tdegrapb pcde. 

Commence pruning the tree from 
the top and finish at the bottom. 

Make every cut as dose and parallel 
to the tnmk as posalble. 

Your saw most be well set and sharp 
in Older to make the cot perfectly 
smooth. 

Leave no stubs, dead and dying 
wood or fnngus covered branches be- 
hind you. 

Do not fan to cover every wound 
with coal tar, not allowing It neediest 
ly to run down the trunk. 

Do not remove aev«nl lazge branch- 
es on one tree at a Ume. Tb^ most be 
removed gradnally, the work extend- 
ing ovw aeveral aeaaooa. 

Prevent tfiartng the bark oft the tree 
in removing large Umba by first mak- 
ing an "undercut" 

Make the cuts on a slant. Some 
trees, Uke the elm, sycamore, linden 
and willow, win stand the process of 
'ntemiOag back" mote flian others, and 
the poplar Is a tree that most be eat 
back evoy few years to keep Its crown 
from becoming too tail and nnsafe. 

Wben yon shorten a branch leave a 
few twigs at the end In. order to draw 
the sap to the freshly cat wonnd and 
thus oiable the growing layer under 
the bark to heal it over. 

In trimming smaU teanches or 
shoots the cot most be made just above 
a bod. 

When several branches come out 
from the trunk in a whorl they should 
not all be cut away at the same time 
lest the tree be girdled. This arrange- 
ment of branches occurs most fre- 
quently In the coniferous trees. 



Lime Not a Fertilizer. 

There Is a general Impression among 
farmers that Ume is a fertilizer. lAma 
Is not a fertilizer. The jirime reason 
for applying lime to the soil is to cor- 
rect sourness or acidity whore such ex- 
ists. The legume crops, such as clover 
and alfalfa, do not tlirive on sour soil 
nnless the soil la very rich. Sour soils 
are not well suited to the development 
of beneficial bacteria, which are found 
In the tubercles of these crops. It Is 
mainly for the purpose of favoring the 
growth of these bacteria that lime is 
applied to soils. Ground limestone is 
the form of Ume which Is usually 
cheapest as a son sweetener. 

There are other effects of lime, but 
most of them are of less Importance. 
Ume tends to make plant food avail- 
able from the soil, although this is 
largely through Its beneficial effect on 
the bacteria. In large quantities it 
tends to make day soils more friable, 
but this effect of lime is usually ob- 
served only where the freshly water 
slaked or air slaked Ume to applied in 
large quantities. Ground UmestimeJMa 
ranch less effect in this respect. 

A ftertfliser osnaily gives a quick re- 
sponse in the crop to which it Is ap- 
plied provided the soU to in need of the 
plant food added. XJme, on the other 
tiand, nsoaUy has a leas immediate 
effect, the benefit being distrtbnted 
through a noniber of aeasona. On yerj 
sour soils, however, where enough lime 
Is added to entlrdy sweeten the sur- 
face of six or seven Indies the effect 
upon cnva, partlcnlarly clover and a^ 
(aiffe. to often Immedtote and striUnfi. 
-M. F. Miller. M to so uii Statiaa.

"Worming" and painting the trunks 
of the trees are recommended to own- 
ers of apple orchards as efficient meth- 
ods of dealing with tlie round headed 
apple tree ixMer. A heavy appltcatkm 
of some paint that wiU not Injurs the 
tr ee s , but will rematn la an imbtekeo 
coat on the bark for two er tliree 
moBtihs, to efftattve in preveaMnjg the 
fonale horn laytag ber eggs tm the 
tree and greatly reduces tbm amooBt ol 
worming, or the removal of the Instirte 
with a kalte and wire, that mast be 



The round beaded apple tree borer, tiM 
most destructive of a namber of aimt- 
lar pests, toys its en* h> or under the 
bark of apple trees. After »'«f^»«ly»g 
the larvae feed upon tbe inner bark 
and wood to such an extent that the 
tree is seriously weakened or killed. 
The pest is found over the whole of 
the eastern portion of the United 
States and as far west as Nebruslca, 
Kansas and New Mexico. In addition 
to fruit trees, it feeds on service, wild 
crab and mountain ash trees, which 
makes It advisable for orcbardlsts to 
remove these varieties for a dtotance 
of at least a hmdred yards ftom tiielr 
orchard. 

The female lays her eggs one at a 
time iu an Incision she has made in 
the bark, usually just alwve the sur- 
face of the ground. Alwut fifteen or 
twenty diiys later the eggs hatch and 
the larvae appear. When full grown 
these are nearly an Inch and a half In 
length. They first attack the inner 
bark, eating out broad, more or less 
circular galleries and ttirusting out 
tlirough small boles in the bark caat- 
tngs, which form little heaps of red- 
dish wood fragments arqpnd the base 
of the tree. During the winter the 
iMrers are quiescent, but early In 
the following wring they atta<& the 
solid wood, while some of them work 
their way up the trunk. These last 
spoid one more winter In the tree and 
then, having passed through the pupae 
stage, dig tlieir way ont and emerge as 
adult beetles. 

Ordinarily the beetle lives about 
forty or fifty days. It is about three- 
fourths of an inch in length, light 
brown In color above, with two broad 
white bands joined in front, extending 
the full length of the back; the nnder 
parts and front of the bead are white. 
The females rarely fly any considerable 
distance, so that if the immediate vi- 
cinity of an orchard can be kept free 
from them there Is little danger of a 
serious infestation. 

The most common method of ridding 
an orchard of these pests is to cut 
away the bark sufficiently to trace the 
burrows made by the borer. A hooked 
wire Is then inserted into the burrow 
and the Insect pulled out. If made with 
care the wound in the tree caused by 
this process will heal readily. The 
castings at the base of the tree serve 
as an indication of the presence of the 
borers. Where the burrows are curved 
or obstructed In some way so that the 
wire cannot be Inserted, cotton batting 
dipped in carbon bisulphide should be 
inserted and the hole then plugged with 
moist earth. The gas from the carbon 
bisulphide w-ill penetrate all parts of 
the l)urrow and kill tbe borer. 

In addition to worming, as ttiis proc- 
ess is called, paint is often used to pre- 
vent the beetles laying their eggs. Pure 
white load and raw linseed oil, mixed 
rather thick, will not Injure the trees, 
and when applied to young, smootb 
bark will form a protective coat during 
the egg laying season. It is probable 
that this is a more effective method 
than wrapping the trees with building 
paper, cotton batting, cloth or other 
materials sometimes used for this pur- 
pose. Before painting, however, the 
earth should be removetl from the base 
of the tree for a depth of from three to 
four inches. The surface of the trunk 
thus exposed should be first scraped 
and painted and the earth then re- 
placed. This is necessary, for the 
beetle sometimes lays ber eggs nnder 
instead of above the ground. 



Self Fseder For Thrashar. 

Those of us who have stood up in 
front of a separator cylinder and 
clawed In the wheat or oat bundles 
from left and right through a long Au- 
gust day will l>e Interested in a new 
type of self feeder recently patented 
by a Minnesota thrasher man. This 
device does away with the band cut- 




ters as well as tbe machine feeder. 
This Is but one of a dozen or more 
patents issued in a short time on simi- 
lar claims. The operation of a thrash- 
er is becoming more and more a ques- 
tion of mechanical ability. — Farm 
Progress. 

Liming Clover Land. 
According to a recent announcement 
of the MBSBSfhiieeHs station, liming 
soil increases ttie else of clover plants 
and the peroeotage of nitrogen In them, 
no matter whether the clover to grown 
on solto wltbout an appOeatlaB of ni- 
trogen or soppUed wtth sulphate of 
ammonia. There was a marked In- 
cre^ In tiie ability of the plant to 
gather nitrogen where lime 'had been 
applied. It to fttrdier eoadndsd that 
snliAate of iron and snipbata of alu- 
mi n nm are very harmfal to the roots 
ef elover plants.

The garden city in its best form is a 
well organized development. In which 
from 100 to SCO homes make up a nnlt. 
which to Intended to grow little if any 
larger. Wben additional demand 
springs up for quarters a new garden 
city Is formed elsewhere, and thus tbe 
Identity of tbe existing one is preserv- 
ed indefinitely, and the residents, in tbe 
expectation of spending their lives iu 
their own homes, have every incentive 
to embellish them and keep their 
grounds In the best possible condition. 

The garden city In plan should be 
laid ont in tbe simplest, yet most at 
tractive manner. There being no traf- 
fic of any consequence the streets 
should be planned with the degree of 
Irregularity which insures charm. 
Some of tbe streets should be winding, 
while the straight ones should have 
suitable tainlnala. E^ch house should 
be provided with a apadoaa garden, 
as it to from the garflena that such

cities take their name. Such g;nrdens, 
though partially devoted to vegetable 
raising, should also be well laid out 
with flower beds, and the whole gar- 
den city should be subject to such reg- 
ulations as will Insure sufficient atten- 
tion being given to the gardens to pro- 
duce the Intended appearance. Grass 
plots, trees, hedges, shrubbery and ar- 
bors should t>e in abundance both in 
the front and In tbe rear of the bouses. 
The neglect of the residents should not 
be allowed to mar the appearance of 
the city. 

The houses may be quite simple and 
compact in design, but they should all 
be individual in character and by no 
means the frightful rows of boxes, all 
exactly alike, which are put up for 
workmen's bouses In most rural or 
suburban places devoted to such pur- 
poses. 

The economical deslixn of the build- 
ings and the small expenses for streets 
make the housing cost small, so that 
the rent may be low or the workman 
may in a reasonable length of time 
become the owner of bis own home. 

Garden cities should be laid out with- 
in easy reach of transit facilities, and 
natural advantages of site should be 
seized whenever possible to give indi- 
viduality and charm to the i>Ian. 

The sanitary provisions of the gar- 
den cities should be carefully carried 
out, and the details should l>e simple, 
but solid in construction and as luex- 
penslve as possible. 

A garden city is principally a place 
of residence, and it should have as 
few stores as possible, only those of 
the most necessary character l>eing 
provided. A school may be the only 
building of 11 public character. 

In garden cities, however, which are 
farger and located in a more or less 
Isolated position the suburban charac- 
ter is lost, and they become small 
cities and should be accordingly pro- 
vided with a great number and vari- 
ety of stores and public buildings. 
Tbe city may have its own civic or- 
ganization, with schools, a library, 
chorches, museum, theaters and the 
like, and be a complete civic unit 

Garden cities have met with greater 
success in England than anywhere else 
as yet. although a greater number and 
variety of them are now In process of 
formation in Germany. 

The principal English garden cities 
are Port Sunlight, near Liverpool; 
BoumevUle. near Birmingham, and 
Letchworth, near I^ondon. while the 
leading German garden city is Helle- 
ran, near Dresden. The numerous 
worlcingmen's colonies in Germany, 
which first began to be founded about 
1863, are earlier prototypes of the 
present garden cities, but on a less 
comprehensive scale and with less
